Seven In the Axis 


Ever 


The whole Balkan area seethes with a new crisis. Turkey 
calls up more reserves and mines the Dardanelles. Russia, perhaps 
merely for propaganda purposes, more likely through genuine fear of 
German power at the only gate of the Black Sea, protests formally to 
Bulgaria against the occupation of that country by the German army. 
Greece prepares as best it can to meet the threat of a new flank attack. 
And from Central Europe come fresh reports that Yugoslavia is about 
to join the Axis. Hitler’s hatchet man, von Ribbentrop hinted as 
much he boasted of the accession of Bulgaria. “I am convinced,” he 
said on that occasion, “that there will be more and more countries 
who will decide that their views are identical with ours.” 

If they do so decide, it will be at the point of a German bayonet 
and under the threat of German bombs. That is the way the Axis 
recruits members To speak of an “identity of views” betweeh 
conquerors’ and conquered is simply an exercise in Nazi synicism. 
The Axis has invited membership for years. Not a single nation, 
with the exception of Japan, has ever joined of its own free. will—and 
Japan needs no explanation. Who are the other members of the 
Rome-Berlin alliance? There are four of them: Slovakia; compelled 
to join the Axis when Hitler took Czecho-Slovakia apart by force of 
arms; Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria, all these of which signed the 
Axis pact when, and only when, a German army had been massed 
upon their borders. . 

Berlin, fighting this war in its present phase with propaganda 
more than with any other single weapon, would like the world—an@ 
particularly the United States—to accept its picture of “more and mpre 
countries” losing faith in Britain’s cause, turning away from Britain's 
leadership, linking their fate to the “rising star” of the Axis Powers. 
But the blunt truth of the matter is that to this day, except for loot- 
hungry Japan, the Axis Powers have never had a single willing convert. 

The “new order” which Hitler is building in Europe is simply 
a war front against Britain. It has no other purposé. It has no 
other future. It is a league of the conquered, Italy included, in 
which one voice—very loud and familiar—speaks for all. It is a 
plaster structure, resting upon no real identity of interest; and for 


that reason, when it is shaken it will fall_—Editorial from the New

between June 15 and July 15. It is’ felt that this date will best fit in 
with farming operations,
